** All true ministry of the Gospel is from the 
appointment of the Lord Jesus Christ, and it is 
He, who by His Spirit prepares and qualifies for 
the work. The gift must be exercised in con- 
tinued dependence upon Him, — and blessed is 
that ministry in which man is humbled and 
Chiist and His grace exalted.

Basic Texts :- Matt, v: 33-37; James 
v: 12. 

All Christian denominations hold that pro- 
fanity is wrong. The view of Friends which 
distinguishes them from others is, that they hold 
that all oaths whatsoever are forbidden under the 
Christian dispensation. They believe that the 
words of C^hrist, as given in the basic texts, are 
clear and unmistakable. He said ** swear not at 
all." James in his Epistle uses nearly the same 
language. Friends do not believe that legal or 
confirmatory oaths are excepted from these scrip- 
tural injunctions. 

In the early years of the society Friends suf- 
fered greatly because of this testimony. Many 
were kept in filthy prisons for years, and some 
ended their lives in these dungeons rather than 
transgress what they believed was the command 
of Christ." 

There is no doubt that the teachings of Friends 
on this subject have wrought a great change in 
public opinion, and now in the United States and 
in the British Dominions, any one who has con- 
scientious scruples against taking an oath, is at 
liberty to affirm.
